If you fctve sevtral little chil- 
dren in > -ur home, give each 
one a place In which to keep 
its own tjys. Make it a rule 
that each child t-iould help th* 
other, and help tach othtr to 
pick up the toy*, book*, or 
gr.met. and put tht house in or- 
der before It Is time for the 
evening meal.

Thla old American acheme la no 
doubt a great improvement over lot 
ting the cans take care of themselvwa, 
but It would seem that, while one la 
about It, It would be as well to secure 
one of the many excellent tubular or 
other milk coolers whereby the milk 
ia cooled virtually Instantaneously to 
within two or throe degrees of tha wa- 
ter used. 

If the water pump Is aat going be It 
by hand or power, when milking la 
commenced, a far better result la ob- 
tained than when the cane are set la 
a tank, where the cooling Is muoh 
slower, even If the milk Is mitred 
occasionally, which la but seldom 
doae. 

Of course it Is desirable to bare a 
tank with cold water la which ta 
place the cans when cooled, but aa 
} baa to be uaed anyhow thla 
but little extra work.
